Secretary McAdoo has definitely an- 


nounced that the Fourth Liberty Loan 
bonds will bear 4% per cent interest. 


The secretary has 
been insistent 


that the Government 
interest 
rate 


should be stabilized at 4% per cent. 
He points out that a raise in the rate 
of interest of only one-fourth of 1 per 
cent on .$10,000,000,000 of Government 
bonds would mean an annual increase 
of $25,000,000 in interest charges, and 
that this money would have 
to 
be 


raised by increased taxation and paid 
by the people of the country. It would 
not he paid by one class only, because 
there are consumption as well as other 
kinds of .taxes, and the consumption 
taxes reach every cla^s of people. 


"As an intelligent people," said Sec- 


retary McAdoo during the Third Lib- 
erty Loan campaign, "we should now 
make a stand for the financing of our 
Government during the period of this 
war at a stabilized rate of interest, say 
at 4% per cent per annum, ao that all 
business and all investments may he 
adjusted to that basis, and so that we 
ourselves may protect ourselves against 
successively increased rates of inter- 
est on Government loans.' '

port of the Liberty Loans are meas- 
ured in fractions of per cent.

In the majority of cases 
warning of poison is given to animals 
by odor.—Oakland Tribune.

AGREE ON DRY U. S. 


Senate Compromise Likely on War 


Prohibition. 


Alter

saW the prohibition supporters had 
agreed to fix July 1, 1819, instead of 
January 1, of next year, as the date 
when war-time national prohibition 
would be come effective. 


Although some of the bill's oppor 


nents were demanding a longer exten- 
sion, representatives of both factions 
said it appeared probable that July 
1 finally would be agreed to. 


The prohibition bill was • sidetrack- 


id temporarily in the senate in favor 
of the man power legislation and also 
to give time for the negotiations be- 
tween the opposing factions. 


Senator Sheppard, Democrat, Texas, 


manager of the prohibition bill, aesert- 
id that the president did not object 
to action by congress on the legisla- 
tion, but discussed extending the ef- 
fective date of ti:-- restrictions. 


Additional time, the president was 


said to feel, should be given many 
interests involved in the liquor busi- 
ness to close up their affairs, including 
banks holding bonded warehouse cer- 
tificates. 


That time also should be afforded 


for social adjustment was said to have 
been suggested by the president. 


The new date, it was said, would not 


interfere with government revenue 
collections on liquor for the fiscal 
year and thus avoid redrafting the 
war revenue bill, which is based on 
estimated returns of about $900,000,- 
000 from intoxicants. 


Senator Sheppard said the bill's past- 


sage is certain, but that prohibition of 
advocates undoubtedly would agree to 
some extension of time. 


Confidence that an agreement be- 


tween the two senate factions on the 
time limit would be reached and pave 
the way for passage of the bill late 
this week with comparatively brief 
and perfunctory opposition was ex- 
pressed by prohibition champions. 


According to Senator Sheppard, the 


bill's opponents concede its passage 
and the only question at issue now 
is the time when it will become effec- 
tive.
